CHICAGO—Protesting the use of anti-Semitic propaganda to raise a religious issue in the re- 


cent Primary election in Cook county, residents of the North Shore suburban communities adjoin- 


jng Chicago met last week to express their 


The call for the meeting, is- 
sued by one hundred business 
and professional leaders, was oc- 
casioned by issues o the Gentile 
News containing vicious race-hate 
propaganda. Eugene F. Flitcraft, 
editor of the paper and director 
of the Gentile Co-operative Asso- 
ciation, was an unsuccessful can- 
didate in the Primary for the Re- 
publican nomination for a place 
on the Cook county boafd of com- 
missioners. 

As explained by Paul L. Hill, 
psychologist of the Winnetka 
schools, who was chairman of the 
meeting, the assembly had a 
three-fold purpose: to provide a 
focus and an outlet for the emo- 
tional storm raised by the situa- 
tion; to protest against the rais- 
ing of religious issues; and to 
help residents of the North Shore 
area decide what action to take. 
Although the problem was thor- 
oughly discussed, the meeting did 
not pass any resolutions or take 
any other action. 

Many NonJews Attend 

Mr. Hill called attention to the 
presence of many non-Jews on 
the committée which called the 
meeting and at the gathering it- 
self. He said that many Chris- 
tians of the community felt the 
problem was theirs as much as it 
was that of the Jews. 

Russell Nixon, former cartel in- 
vestigator under General Eisen- 
hower in Germany, the first of 
several speakers, pointed out how 
closely the local outpourings of 
hate paralleled the Hitler line— 
presenting examples of both 
(with the German material in 
translation), to make his point. 

“The Gentile News follows ex- 
actly the propaganda of the 
Nazis,” Nixon said. “In spite of 
our great victory and tremen- 
dous losses in the war, the final 
struggle against these forces is 
not yet ended. 

Face to Face With U.S. Fascism 

“This is not merely coming up 
_ against some one with whom we 
{ disagree or whom we dislike. We 
are coming face to face with 
Fascism in America.” 

Edward H. Lewis, an attorney, 
discussed the history of the no- 
torious ‘Protocols of the Elders 
of Zion,” which Flitcraft’s sheet 
had dug up from oblivion; and 
explained how the document has 
been proved a forgery. 

russell Babcock, a member of 
the Mayor’s Committee on Hu- 
man Relations, and Ralph Ett- 
linger Jr., a war veteran, offered 
Suggestions on how the veterans 
of the community might integrate 
themselves in efforts to combat 
racial and religious bigotry. 

Mrs. Byers Wilcox, a P.-T.A. 
officer, who has been a school 
board member, presented the 
point of view of women and 
School children in facing the 
Problem. Attorney Milton T. Ray- 
Ror explained legal aspects of 
the fight against intolerance. 

The meeting was closed with a 
Period of questions and discus- 
Sion from the audience of more 
than 1,000 who jammed the meet- 
ing in the auditorium of the New

Vandals Desecrate

This is the latest in a series of 
desecrations of the synagogue, 
and a day school run by the Long 
Island congregation, which have 
taken place within the past two 
weeks. Previously the hoodlums 
had confined their activities to 
smearing the walls, steps and 
sidewalks of the building. This 
time they broke a window and 
entered the premises smashing a 
wall clock, and littering the syna- 
gogue with paper. 

Police Chief Joseph Eibler has 
established a special guard to pro- 
tect the school and the synagogue. 





Police Can't Stop Attack

Smash Windows

PHILADELPHIA—Three yourg ex-servicemen were held in 


‘ $1,000 bail each this week accused of smashing the glass show 


windows of two stores owned by Jews in the southwest section of 
the city in a renewed outbreak of anti-Semitic vandalism. 

The acts of vandalism were committed last week and two of 
the youths were arrested ‘shortly after the incident took place by 
Detective Abe Friedman. The thirg youth who escaped surrendered 
to the police later in the week. 

The three suspects, James Fitzpatrick, 24; William Chandlee, 22; 
and Edward McDevitt, 23, stood silent while testimony was presented 
before Magistrate Keller H. Gilbert by Detective Friedman and the 
two proprietors of the stores that were damaged, Morris ‘Magil 
and Louis Goldman. 

One of Many Incidents in This Section of City 

The section of West Philadelphia where the vandalism took 
place had been subject to a number of apparently anti-Semitic inci- 
dents in the past few weeks, The Post reporter discovered. A 
bench which sat outside the synagogue where the older Jews were 
wont to sit at times was carted away; flower pots taken from 
porches of Jewish homes were broken and scattered over the street: 
Complaints poured into the Jewish Community Relations Council 
headquarters and a group under the director of research and in: 
vestigation was sent out to make a 10-day surveillance of the area 
to discover the culprits. 

On Tuesday evening, May 7, between 7 and 7:30, three husby 
young men gathered at the corner of 60th and Cedar Ave. and 
began to shout and yell for the Jewish merchants to come out and 
fight, that the Jews were yellow, etc. 

They proceeded down 60th St. still yelling until they came to 
the store of Morris Magil at 537 S. 60th St. in which Jewish re 
ligious articles such as talliths, Hebrew books, etc., were displayed. 
The three shouted for him to come out and then picked up a bottle 
and hurled it through the show window of the store. 

A crowd began to gather and the three ran down the street 
They saw the drugstore with the large sign, Goldman, at 59th 
and Larchwood and they put their feet through this show window 
Hit Two Jewish Men Standing in Way 

The disturbance had attracted the attention of the JCRC group 
and they joined in the chase. Police were called. The thugs con, 
tinued, hitting two Jewish men that they encountered on their way 

Abe Friedman, a detective, who lives in the neighborhood anqg 
was off duty at the time, saw the crowd and the young men they 
were chasing. With the aid of the crowd and a red car that had 
driven up he cornered two of them, the third got away. 

Investigation by JCRC men together with the police established 
his identity and he gave himself up later during the week. 

Morris Magil is a brother of Joseph Magin, the noted printexz 
of Hebrew prayerbooks who died recently. 

3 Tell Court They Are Sorry 

Edmund Dale, attorney for the defendants, joined Magistrate 
Gilbert and Assistant District Attorney D. Barlowe Burke in de 
ploring such evidence of anti-Semitism. 

“If this thing happened it was a disgrace,” he said, “something 
we don’t countenance and don’t want. All the boys are sorry for what 
happened. I will admit that a prima facie case of malicious mischief 
has been made here and I don’t blame the prosecutors for their 
attitude at all. These things have to be stopped, They have na 
place in our community at all.” 

Assistant District Attorney Burke asked that the Suspects be 
held for hearing before the Grand Jury. Ordinarily, he explained; 
an Assistant District Attorney would not appear in a divisional court. 
“It is a serious issue to inject racial influence into the community.’ 
Had Been Arrested in 1940 on Larceny Charges 

Magistrate Gilbert discharged the young men on disorderly 
conduct and intoxication counts but held them on the malicious mis- 
chief charge. He called attention to the fact that both Fitzpatrick 
and McDevitt were arrested in 1939. On July 20 of that year Fitz. 
patrick was charged with larceny of gasoline and on August. 25 
with entering to steal and larceny. He was discharged each time. 
McDevitt, arrested on August 25, charged with entering to steal 
and larceny, was turned over to the juvenile court. He was also ar- 
rested on Dec. 4, 1940, for burglary and larceny of an automobile. 
Subsequent entries on his record show strict probation and re- 
striction Jan. 13, 1941, and on Jan. 17, discharged from probation 
on condition he enroll in the CCC. 

Fitzpatrick, Friedman said, served in the Army. McDevitt and 
Chandlee, according to the detective, were in the Navy. 

The last anti-Semitic vandalism case only occurred last month 
when the show window of Max Kramer, who has a store at 10th 
and Snyder Ave., was broken. The police with the PCRC cooperat- 
ing were able to pick up three youths who were arrested and 
charged with the act. They were held for further hearing.

LOUISVILLE YOUTH'S UNIQUE PROGRAM Crum Says Report 
TO FIGHT BIAS MEETING SUCCESS

LOUISVILLE, Ky.—Youth has turned its 
attention to thé problem of ant-Semitism, and 
the result is a potent group in the Louisville 
area—a committee of all creeds and all groups 
known as Youth In Action. 

Youth In Action already has its first suc- 
cessful year behind and its success is attested 
by the fact that local university groups desir- 
ing help in organizing similar commttees have 
come to it. 

Here is how Youth In Action came about: 

Jewish young people often discuss the ques- 
tion of anti-Semitism. Once again the question 
of what young people can do about the problem 
had arisen at one of the club meetings at the 
loeal Y.M.H.A. But this time the question gen- 
erated more than mere discussion—the group 
decided to invite representatives from the 
Y. M. C. A. and the Y. W. C. A. to discuss the 
situation. 

Started Out as Forum 

So an informal first meeting was held. And 
out of it came the decision to conduct a forum 
at which problems of all minorities would be 
discussed. 

Then it was brought out that if the Negro- 
white or Catholic-Protestant issues were to be 
discussed, Catholic and Negro young people 
should be included in the planning of the meet- 
ing. And the boys and girls of high school age, 
despite the fact that this is a Southern com- 
munity where Negroes are segregated in 
schools, theaters and public facilities, voted 
unanimously to invite representatives from 
Catholic and colored schools to join with them. 

So at the second meeting there was repre- 
sentation from Catholic, Jewish, Negro and 
Protestant organizations. At this session the 
group decided that its purpose was “to create 
a better understanding among races and re- 
ligions” and that “it is not our purpose to con- 
vert any one to another religion but to help the 
other fellow understand and respect us and 
for us to respect and understand him.” 

To carry out this purpose, the group planned 
a series of four forum meetings dealing wth: 

1. How the Negro feels about hs position 
in society. 

2. The Jewish-Christian tragedy. 

3. The true Catholic position. 

4. A challenge to youth. ° 

The young people selected an adult as the 
main speaker and followed his presentation 
with a round table consisting of four teen- 
agers representing each faith and the Negro 
and white groups. This round table answered 
questions from the floor. 

Services of outstanding men in the com- 
munity were obtained for the forum sessions, 
There was a Catholic priest for one. The editor 
of one of the local Negro newspapers ad- 
dressed another. The Jewish viewpoint was 
brought out by Charles W. Morris, president 
of the Louisville Conference of Jewish Organi- 
zations. And an associate editor of The Cour- 
jer-Journal was a speaker in behalf of the 
Protestant attitude. 


Decide to Organize Formally 

The boys and girls, in arranging their for- 
um programs, decided that a more formal or- 
ganization would be advantageous. They went 
ahead with the election of officers. The presi- 
dent belonged to a boys’ club at the Y. M. H. A. 
The vice-president was a girl from a Catholic 
school. The secretary was a girl from the 
W. C. A., the treasurer a colored boy, and the 
business manager a boy from the Y.M.C.A. 

The group approached the Board of Educa- 
tion requesting the use of a school auditorium 
for the forum series. There were many weeks 
of negotiations before they finally were grant- 
ed permission to use the public schools, the 
first time this privilege had been given to an 
_ wae racial group. During this time the teen

agers had been rebuffed in every instance in.

A number of times the question arose as 
to whether individual groups would continue to 
support the organization, which had come to 
call itself the Youth In Action Committee, a 
name decided upon when one of the partici- 
pants said “talk alone is not enough. After we 
finish talking we must do something to better 
relations between the various groups.” 


Keep Adult Agencies Informed 

To make it possible for the adults in various 
represented agencies to keep in touch with what 
the young people were thinking and doing, the 
minutes of each meeting were mailed to them. 
The adult adviser of the group—Robert H. 
Weiner, director of activities at the Y. M. H. A. 
—also met with the responsible staff member at 
each agency or school involved so that they 
would know him personally and what he stood 
for. In that way many possible causes of 
friction were averted. 

Prior to their first forum, the young peigle 
of Youth In Action decided that they should 
prepare some formal statement of their ob- 
jectives. They ended this statement with the 
following words: 


“and realizing that racial and religious 
prejudice and discrimination strike at the 
dignity and rights of the human person, we 
do resolve: To treat all men with the respect 
due them as children of God and to influence 
others by our word and example towards this 
same end. As specific means to accomplish 
this end we urge: that equal economic oppor- 
tunities be opened to all, that adequate educa- 
tional opportunities be made available to 
everyone in any professional field, that suffi- 
cient medical care be given to all persons on 
an equal basis, that persons be not barred 
from public buildings and places of amuse- 
ment solely because of race or religion and 
that inter-cultural education be encouraged 
throughout the school systems.” 


The forums were carried out without special 
incident. The local press was very kind to the 
young people, and Governor Simeon Willis sent 
the group a message of commendation for its 
efforts. Atttendance at the forums averaged 
175 youths and adults, with a preponderance of 
young people. 

Members Accept Oath 

Prior to the final forum it was voted to 
establish a permanent group which any in- 

dividual could join. An oath was written based 
on the resolution adopted by the committee. 
This oath was administered to the original 
group at the final forum meeting. 

The committee then set out to plan a long- 
range program, consisting of three points: 

1. To organize study groups to learn more 
about the local picture. 

2. To work toward bettering inter-racial 
and religious relations by alleviating wrongs 
perpetrated against minorities in their own 
community. 

3. To advertise the work of the group by 
setting up a speakers’ bureau prepared to 
address any youth or adult organization. 

What the work has meant to the partici- 
pants can best be summed up in the words of 

one of the original members of Youth In Ac 
tion: 

“We feel that in our planning meetings we 
have carried democracy out to its fullest extent. 
Here we have worked together successfully for 
seven months. We have discussed problems so 
close to all of us in complete harmony. We 
have enjqyed working together and sincerely 
hope and plan, as tomorrow’s citizens, to cre- 
ate a better world.”

“Regardless of what some of you may think on the subject of 
a commonwealth and statehood for Palestine,” Crum continued, “J 
urge you to consider for the present only the task of accomplishing 
the abrogation of the White Paper and the immediate admission of 
one hundred thousand displaced Jews to the Holy Land.” 

Land Can Absorb All DPs, Crum Declares * 

About Palestine, the San Francisco attorney said, “What we 
saw convinced us beyond any doubt that every able bodied man com. 
ing from the displaced persons camps in Europe—indeed every able 
bodied woman—will find immediate and productive employment in 
Palestine.” 

“There was no Arab who appeared before us,” Crum empha- 
sized “who dared to say that Palestine could not absorb the hundred 
thousand persons we have asked the British and American Goyvy- 
ernments to transport to Palestine.” 

“It is an undeniable fact, and should be a source of great pride 
to civilized men everywhere—Jew and Gentile alike—that the Jew 
returning to his beloved Eretz-Israel and loving every foot of the 
soil of the Holy Land, has brought nothing but good to his Arab 
friends and neighbors.” 

“Let me assure you—and please believe me,” Crum urged, “that 
the relationship between the average Arab and the average Jew isa 
good and friendly relationship.” 

Attlee’s Stand Indecent and Inhuman 

Crum emphasized once again his protest against Prime Min- 
ister Attlee’s proposal that before there could be any admission of 
displaced persons into Palestine, the Haganah must surrender its 
arms. 

“That matter was discussed and debated at Lausanne and we 
determined unanimously that it would be indecent and inhuman to 
attempt to trade the lives of these one hundred thousand survivors 
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of Nazi barbarism in exchange for the Jews of Palestine laying down 
their arms. 

Discussing the other recommendations of the Palestine Com- 
mission report, Crum declared, ‘We recommended that a hundred 
thousand certificates be issued at once. But obviously this does not 
solve the problem of European Jewry. There are approximately six 
hundred thousand other Jews living under conditions which they

“The Jews of today face their greatest crisis,” Crum concluded.

KNIVES THROWN AT UNARMED 
JEWS KILL TWO IN ITALY

ROME — Allied military authorities here promised to initiate a 


detailed inquiry into the circumstances under which two displaced 
Jews were killed and thirteen injured last week in anti-Jewish riots 
by Ukrainian fascists in the Reggio Emilia camp for displaced per- 
sons. 

The Ukrainians, a number of whom served as Gestapo guards 
in Nazi extermination camps in Poland, and therefore fear to re- 
turn to the Ukraine, were permitted by the Allied authorities to live 
side by side with the displaced Jews at the camp, which is located 
about 45 miles from Bologna. Representatives of the Joint Distri- 
bution Committee and of the Central Committee of Jewish Refu- 
gees in Italy are seeking permission to participate in the promised 
inquiry. 

A special correspondent of the Jewish Telegraphic Agency who 
visited the camp was refused information by Major Lewis, the British 
commandant, and Lt. Eyston, his assistant. However, the corre- 
spondent learned the following details from the Italian police and 
the Jewish refugees: 

Nearly a thousand Jews arrived at the camp the last week of 
April. The camp already held 25 national groups, including Finns, 
Czechs, Hungarian members of the fascist Arrow Cross; White 
Russians and 130 Ukrainians from Glasgow who were said to be 
fascists. The Hungarian fascists were promptly removed, but the 
others were not. 

Mordecai Lowenberg of Poland, leader of the Jewish Camp Com- 
mittee, and sole survivor of his family of a father and mother, five 
brothers and three sisters, a wife and three children, said that the 
Ukrainians threw water at the Jews from second story windows of 
the building as they were arriving. Some Ukrainians were identi- 
fied by the arriving Jews as guards from the notorious Oswiecim 
extermination camp and had the SS stamp on their arms. 


Knives Thrown at Unarmed Jews; Commandant Justifies Murder 

Preparing for a May Day rally in the recreation hall, the Jews 
decorated the walls with Zionist flag and the red flag with hammer 
and sickle, and the portraits of five Jewish poets. A verbal permit 
was believed to have been granted by the camp authorities, and 400 
Jews gathered in the hall. The Ukrainians began to congregate 
outside. 

According to the refugees, Lieut. Eyston strode into the hall, 


with five Ukrainians, and demanded that all the flags and “pictures _ 


ef Communists” be removed and the meeting dissolved. The refu- 
gees refused because they thought they had permission to meet. 
Eyston personally tore down the red flag. The Jews agreed to dis- 
perse if the Ukrainians were sent away from the door. However, 
as they left the Ukrainians threw knives at the unarmed refugees 
and large-scale fighting broke out. Eyston vanished, saying he 
would get the police, but was not seen again. 

When the Italian police restored order, nine Jews were found 
to be wounded. Israel Kaplan, 19, died later of knife wounds. 

Nevertheless he held the line-up of the Ukrainians the morning 
of May 4 before the camp gates. Ten Jews identified 18 Ukrainians, 
but Lewis refused their request to hold the men as suspected rioters 
and killers for trial at the camp. He said that the whole group was 
going to a camp at nearby Modena. 

Fight Flares Anew as Ukrainians are Identified by Jews 

Jews inside the camp surged against the Ukrainians and an- 
other free-for-all ensued. One Jew said later in an affidavit that he 
and his companions did not want to injure the Ukrainians, but to 
hold them for a trial before competent authorities, feeling that if 
they went to Modena they would evade justice. A uniformed guard 
at the gate shot into the crowd through the gate. 

Other Jews stormed after the Ukrainians, yelling “fascist,” at- 
tacking them and UNRRA officials with stones. Lewis, Eyston, and 
Supply Officer Melitsanos were thrown to the ground. Melitsanos 
grabbed a tommy-gun from an Italian policeman but Major Lewis 
kept him from using it. Major Lewis ordered the Italians to fire at 
the crowd but they refused. Italian infantry then arrived with two 
light tanks. In the ensuing gunfire, Major Kipot, a Polish Jew, was 
killed and five others were wounded. 

The rooms of the Jews were searched. One man was arrested 
ag the owner of a revolver, another because he had a camera, a third 
because he was alleged to have written a telegram to the Soviet 
Military Mission at Rome asking that troops be sent to the camp. 
Two are still held by the British Field Security Service. 

Major Lewis has refused to comment, saying that he is under 
military orders of the British Army not to talk about the riots.

BREMEN—The Marine Flasher, first vessel 


to sail from Europe to the United States under 
President Truman’s directive on DP immigra- 
tion, left here over the week-end with 873 wildly 
excited passengers, including more than 600 
Jewish refugees. 


An hour before sailing time the immigrants 
jammed the flag-draped deck and heard Robert 
Murphy, United States political advisor te Army 
headquarters, greet them as prospective Ameri- 
can citizens. From an improvised platform 
Murphy bade them forget the sorrow of their 
past lives and wished them success and happi- 
ness in their new home. The ship’s captain, 
Robert Eastman, told the refugees that they 
were “now on board American soil, where lib- 
erty and justice for all” prevailed. 


Religious services were held before the ship 
sailed, by U.S. Army Chaplain Joseph Shubow 
of Boston who is accompanying the immigrants 
on their trip to America. The passengers sang 


“God Bless America” and “Hatikvah” as the 
boat cast off. Before embarkation over 1,000 
Jewish refugees attended a mass meeting in 
the immigration station’s large auditorium and 
heard Joseph Rosenzaft, president of the Cen- 
tral Committee of Jews of Belsen, wish them 
good luck and urged them not to forget those 
who remained behind and to continue the 
struggle for the realization of Jewish national 
aspirations in Palestine. 

Among the Jewish immigrants were 343 
from Poland, 218 from Germany and 45 from 
Lativa, including 69 children ranging from four 
months to 18 years. More than 440 of the Jews 
received their visas under corporate affidavits 
filed by the Joint Distribution Committee. In 
order to expedite the Marine Flasher’s sailing, 
the J.D.C. also advanced funds for nearly 100 
Catholic and Protestant immigrants, which will 
be repaid by American Christian organizations, 
The next group of immigrants is expected to 
sail this week on the Marine Perch. 
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Ku Klux Klan Plans For Nation Reorganization Being Carried Out 


Prepared by the American Jewish Committee 
Klan Emerging Into The Open 

LANNING a post-war resumption of Ku Klux Klan activities comparable to 

those of the 1920’s, James Colescott, Imperial Wizard, Samuel Green, Grand 

Dragon of Georgia, and Ben Adams, editor of The Fiery Cross, had notified Klan 
leaders throughout the country that a “klonklave” (Convention) would be held in 
Atlanta on May 8, which would be climaxed by a ceremonial cross-burning atop Stone 
Mountain the following night. Leaders and delegates from all sections of the coun- 
try were expected to attend the convention, which was to launch this night-riding 
fraternity into open activity. Secretly organizing, especially in the South and South 
West, Klan groups masquerading behind such names as “Old Glory Club” and 
“American Fellowship Club,” were to come out into the open with the holding of the 
convention. 
In the South 

The KKK in Georgia was officially recorded on state records, late in March 
1946, as a corporation engaged in “fraternal” activities. In compliance with Georgia 
law it has paid a registration fee since 1940. Dr. Samuel Green, Georgia Klan 
Dragon, said the Klan was not required to register as a new corporation because it 
had never relinquished a charter granted in 1916. The registration papers listed 
James A. Colescott, a Miami veterinarian, as president, and Morgan Belser, Atlanta 
lawyer, as secretary. 

Application blanks for membership being distributed in Atlanta and Miami 
Florida, read in part: 

I, the undersigned, a native born, true and loyal citizen of the United States 
of America, being a white male, Gentile person of temperate habits, sound in 
mind and a believer in the tenets of the Christian religion, maintenance of white 
supremacy, principles of “pure Americanism,” do most respectfully apply for 
membership in the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Several large signs in Miami read “J. B. Gordon Klan No. 5 Welcomes You.” 
The Miami Life of March 23 carried a Klan “welcoming” ad, giving Box 337, Glen- 
wood Heights, Miami 38, as its address. The Klan reincorporated in Florida on Sep- 
tember 7, 1944. The certificate, although not disclosing the officers, listed as in- 
corporators and directors: A. B. Taylor of Orlando, A. F. Gilliam of Clarconn, and 
H. F. McCormack of Apopka. 

In Birmingham, Alabama, on March 27, five crosses were burned in various 
sections of the city. In Chattanooga, Tennessee, the Klan intimidated a Jewish 
woman who had started a small store in Redbank, a suburb. After they had scared 
her out of the community, they burned a big cross in celebration. 

In the Mid-West 

Colescott has been actively engaged in organizing the Middle West during the 
past several months, and is reported to have been especially successful in Illinois 
and Michigan, where he contacted many former Klan leaders. He has already par- 
celled out territories to “Journeymen-Organizers,” a position which formerly bore 
the title of ‘“Kleagle.” 

Within the past month several Klan units have held outdoor ceremonies in 
regions surrounding Detroit. One such ceremony was held outside Chelsea, Mich., a 
town of about 500 population, forty miles from Detroit. In a circle formed by 
thirty-five cars, a cross was burned by over 100 Klansmen in full regalia. All indi- 
cations are that the Klansmen came from Detroit. It has been ascertained that 
Klansmen from Detroit and other large cities have been soliciting the aid of sympa- 
thetic farmers to provide them with secluded spots for the performance of their 
rituals. 

In California 

Klan leaders have expressed themselves as being gratified over the progress 
they have made in Southern California, where Klansmen were active in defense 
of Councilman McClanahan, ardent supporter of Gerald Smith, in the recent Los 
Angeles recall campaign. 

At Big Bear Lake, California, which has been plagued by a series of cross- 
burnings in and near the ‘tcwn, Dr. Wesley Swift, minister of a church in Lancaster, 
California, addressed a meeting of the Big Bear Lake Post of the American Legion 
on behalf of the Klan, telling his audience that 

“The Klan is here in Bear Valley to stay. We intend to form restrictive 
covenants here and elsewhere in order to hold the line of pure Americanism.” 

Swift explained that the Klan was no longer anti-Catholic, that its goal was 
“pure American nationalism and nothing else.” He denounced “international Jewry,” 
urged that the Negro “be kept in his rightful place,” and praised Gerald L. K. Smith, 
Father Coughlin and the late Huey Long. 


The Big Bear Lake incidents have prompted State Attorney. General Robert 
W. Kenny to start quo warranto proceedings in Superior Court for revocation of 
the Klan’s state charter, on grounds that the Klan is “operating contrary to law and 
order.” Kenny declared that he would ask for the passage of a state law similar to 
that of New York, which compels officials of organizations to reveal their mem. 
bership, constitution and bylaws,

Under the chairmanship of Larry Asman, itinerant organizer for the Gerald 
Smith enterprises, a very anti-Semitic meeting of Christian Youth for America, 
held at Chicago’s Hotel Sherman on April 14, was attended by a not-s0-youthful 
audience of 350. Members of the audience were first required to go to the LaSalle 
Hotel, where Renata LeGant and Florence Griese] distributed the admission cards 
to the Hotel Sherman. 

Gerald L. K. Smith, the principal speaker, presented himself as a martyr of 
the sixty-day jail sentence given him by Chicago Municipal Court Justice McCor- 
mick for contempt of court. Smith announced that he intended to obtain 100,000 
names to a petition demanding the Judge’s impeachment, 

Elizabeth Dilling, in addition to her usual anti-Semitie routine, denied charges 
that she had been receiving money from the late Edward H. Hunter, who had been 
generously subsidizing some of the alleged seditionists. 

Other speakers were Jeremiah Stokes, of Salt Lake City, Utah, head of the

American Jewish Congress fre- 
veals. 

Complaints filed at the local 
CLSA office on anti-Semitic job 
discrimination have almost 
doubled from that of last year. 

Over 3600 help-wanted ads with 
a discriminatory specification 
were carried during a one month 
period by the three dailies, the 
Bulletin, which has the largest 
circulation of any evening paper 
in the country, the Inquirer and 
the Record, the survey reveals. 
During this period (Feb. 20 to 
March 20, 1946) one ovt of every 
17 ads carried some specification 
as to religion, nationality, or 
race; one out of seven was in- 
terested in the religion or nation- 
ality of the applicant. 

A year ago the Record refused 
to accept any discriminatory help- 
wanted ads. The Inquirer, too, 
had a policy against carrying 
ads with specific religious or 
racial specifications, although it 
did run ads which contained the 
phrase “state religion.”

24 Colonists Beaten, 
Go on Hunger Strike

JERUSALEM—Twenty-four set- 
tlers from the Jewish colony of 
Birya, who were arrested on Feb. 
28, went on a hunger strike last 
Thursday, in protest against po- 
lice brutality. 

The 24, who were detained fol- 
lowing an attack by unknown per- 
sons upon an encampment of the 
Arab Legion near Birya, were 
beaten by British constables in the 
Acre police station on Thursday, 
when they refused to be finger- 
printed, asserted that they were 
political prisoners, not criminals. 

After they were returned to 
prison, they sent a protest to 
High Commissioner Sir Alan G. 
Cunningham, stating that they 
would continue their hunger 
strike until given assurances that 
the police violence would not be 
repeated.

Arabs Say Mufti 
Expected in Beirut

JERUSALEM~—Informed Arab 
circles in Jaffa said this week that 
the ex-Mufti of Jerusalem has 
been granted Lebanese citizenship 
and was expected to arrive in 
Beirut shortly.

His 
return to his people and faith, to 
the deep distress of his non-Jew- 
ish aristocratic and wealthy moth- 
er, is depicted with skill and pro- 
found pathos. 

What speeds the joyous reun- 
ion of Alfred with Israel and the 
Jewish heritage is his meeting 
and contact with his uncle Wolf, 
an ardently orthodox Jew. The 
meeting occurs at Vienna, where 
the uncle is attending a congress 
of the “Sons of the True Tradi- 
tions.” Alfred’s struggle and de- 
termination to “become a Jew” 
and to “retrace his father’s road 
step by step” is splendidly de- 
picted. His victory over his moth- 
er, over his non-Jewish environ- 
ment and training, and over rich 
material prospects, is an epic 
story with the fundamental as- 
sumption that the Jews are a 
good and lovely people, and that 
Judaism is a noble ideal. 

The road Alfred takes is the 
road which beckons all those who 
have strayed from their ancestral 
fold.

It has nothing to do either with 
marble or the Sea of Marmora. 

The word is half Rumanian and 
half Hebrew and was originally 
Mare More, meaning “a _ great 
rabbi or teacher.” (Mare means 
“Great” in Rumanian and Moreh 
is Hebrew for “Rabbi” or ‘“Teach- 
er.”) 

Your first ancestor to assume 
the name probably came _ from 
Bessarabia or from some Russian 
or Polish province bordering on 
Rumania, and must have occupied 
an important rabbinical position. 
The Sea of Marmora is so named 
after Marmora Isiand where mar- 
ble was quarried in the olden 
days.

This is a distinguished Jewish 
family name, apparently angli- 
cised from Peiser. 

The name is derived from the 
town of Peisern, which is situated 
in the Government of Lodz, Po- 
land. 

The first one to bear the name 
was Rabbi Simon ben Judah Loeb, 
who was born in Peisern in 1690 
and occupied rabbinical positions 
in many Jewish centers in suc- 
cession. 

Peisern was situated on the 
Russo-German border before the 
first World War and its inhabit- 
ants had a tendency to travel far 
and wide. At the present time 
there is a Belgian economist, a 
French engineer, a German psy- 
chologist and a former Professor 
of Oriental Literature at the Un- 
iversity of Konigsberg, all bearing 
the name of Peiser and all appar- 
ently members of the same fami- 
ly as yours. 

Peisern means “Bakerstown” in 
slightly corrupted Latin.

But if Palestine is to be placed 
under temporary _ trusteeship, 
Moscow wants it to be a British. 
American-Russian trusteeship. .., 
A clear-cut Soviet view on the 
Palestine issue will be given at 
the forthcoming session of the 
General Assembly of the United 
Nations which will be held in 
New York in September. .. . There 
is no reason to fear that Russia 
will place the Palestine question 
on the agenda of the Security 
Council which is now in session. 
... Nor will this issue be brought 
up by Egypt—the only Arab coun- 
try represented at the Council— 
since it may prejudice the British- 
Egyptian negotiations for the 
complete withdrawal of British 
troops from Egyptian territory.

Agnostics are starting to admit 
you can’t be Jewish without reli- 
gion.

Ilya Ehrenberg tells the Day 
reporter (Ehrenberg, of course, is 
the famed Soviet writer now visit- 
ing here), that if he were a “pious 
Jew,” he would ask the rabbis to 
“excommunicate every Jew who 
is against Soviet Russia.” He feels 
certain Jews are not fighting fas- 
cism in America. They are only 


Y neighbor, Mrs. Louis Egelson, lately 

has been in New York on a mission to 
‘the Christians, you might say. She met some 
450 of the New York Christians. It may be ar- 
gued that 450 Christians aren’t many in a place 
so large as New York which contains some 
four million persons who are not Jews and of 
whom many, if not the most, are not really 
Christians but just Gentiles. But Mrs. Egelson 
made a good beginning. 

It should be much easier to help Christians 
understand Jews—that was Mrs. Egelson’s mis- 
sion—than to teach this 
understanding to people 
who are nothing more 
than Gentiles. I take it 
that a Christian is a per- 
son who has taken to 
himself the noble teach- 
ings of his Lord and Mas- 
ter as the way of his life. 
His mind and heart are 
open to understanding. . : 

A Gentile may be just a man with no Chris- 
tian principles at all, even though he may be a 
dues-paying member in church. His being a 
Gentile is an identity that serves only to sug- 
gest that he is not a Jew and that’s being 
negative. 

(Though I should add that I do know some 
Gentiles who do not profess any formal Chris- 
tianity but whose lives exemplify the Christian 
idea. I am mindful of the Episcopalian rector 
who suggested that there were real Christians 
among some atheists he knew .I wish I could 
remember the anecdote about this Episcopalian 
rector as it was given me, but that was the 
point of it.) 

Mrs. Egelson went to New York with a great 
idea. It has been revolving in her mind a long 
time and finally she got the National Federa- 
tion of Temple Sisterhoods (Reform) to take 
it up. She went to the New York Christians as 
the representative of the Sisterhoods. 

YES—as Mrs. Egelson must have observed— 
the public relations between Jews and Chris- 
tians consisted mainly of self-defense on the 
part of the Jews. If some non-Jew was heard 
saying that Jews have most of the retail busi- 
ness there was at once an indignant uprising 
among Jews, though the better response— 
toward enlightenment — would be, Well, yes, 
Jews do conduct a lot of the retail business, 
perhaps the most of it, and so what. Jews are 
doing a good job of mass distribution, in ac- 
cordance with the best traditions of the free 
enterprise system. 

Or, our relations to the general public have 
consisted of public flagellation. We keep on 
whipping ourselves for the public gaze by re- 
peating over and over the outgiving of anti- 
Semites. We give importance and prominence 
to pint-sized people like Gerald Smith whose 
doings and sayings we dignify by indignant 
repetition. 

(The contents of some of our Jewish publi- 
cations might suggest that being a Jew has to 
do a great deal with the clownish activities 
of Gerald Smith.) 

Mrs. Egelson’s idea was that the better way 
for Jews was to make themselves understood 
in their prime identity as a religious group. 





= 








By the pressure of prejudice Jews had been 
Set apart as aliens from the common life~ 
queer people whose way of life seemed far 
from the ways of other people. 

Mrs. Egelson thought of bringing to Chris. 
tians—and, ultimately to the Gentiles —the 
truth about Jewish religion. If Christians knew 
the truth about Judaism they might come to 
see that they and Jews are going pretty much 
the same way. 

They would discover the essential kinship 
that is in unity of ideals held in common, in 
the idea ef one God whom all acknowledged 
as Father. There were differenees but these are 
the ingredients that make the interesting hu. 
man variety. ; 

Mrs. Egelson started in New York ex: 
perimentally. To New York she brought the 
Institute on Judaism for lay Christians. True, 
there had been going on all around the coun- 
try, under auspices of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, institutes on Judaism 
for the upper levels of Christianity—the min- 
istry. Mrs. Egelson’s was the first Institute on 
Judaism for Christian laymen. 

* * ~ 

SHE FOUND the New York Council of 
Church Women most receptive. Sure, they 
said, they wanted to learn Judaism, to rid their 
minds of any misconceptions they might have 
of it, in accordance with the Christian way 
of welcoming the truth. 

(There was the Christian lady who asked, 
in the question of the Institute, if the Jews still 
practice the sacrifice of burnt offerings in their 
synagogues. ) 

The meeting was held in the community 
house of Temple Emanu-El with 450 Christian 
women present. It began with a lecture on 
“The Beliefs of Judaism” by Rabbi Abraham 
J. Feldman of Hartford, Conn. There was a 
lecture on “The Ritual of the Synagogue” by 
Rabbi Bernard J. Bamberger of New York; 
a lecture on “Traditions and Ceremonies of 
Israel” by Rabbi Max Reichler of New York; 
an address by a Christian minister, the Rev. Dr. 
Robert W. Searle: “Brotherhood; A Cosmic 
Law.” Questions were invited after each lec: 
ture. 

Then, after lunch, the 450 women were taken 
on a tour of Temple Emanu-El where the 
Scrolls of the Torah and other sacred object 
of the synagogue were explained. The Torah 
was unrolled, the spiritual significance of the 
perpetual light was expounded. 

It was 5 p. m. when the Insttiute clased; 
it has been in session since 10:30 a. m. The 
450 women were grateful for the day that had 
been so full of light for them. Mrs. Egelson re- 





joiced for the sake of Israel whose ideals had. 


been brought to the understanding of these 
450, anyway. This was a beginning and she 
could go on from there. She was going to carry 
the Institute on Judaism to Christian laymen 
all around the country, as representative of the 
Temple Sisterhoods. 

Mrs. Egelson felt aware of having taken 
up a bright, new mission for Israel. She lives 
down the street from me. Her husband is Rabbi 
Louis Egelson, administrative director of the 
Union of American Hebrew Congregations.

Not so many months ago I told you, in an exclusive story, that 
Danny Kaye was unhappy with his lot on the Pabst radio show and 
would like to get off. Agency executives (who handle the beer 
account) took us sharply to task for even insinuating that every- 
thing wasn’t just perfect on the show. 

Well, by now it is generally known that Danny is washing up 
with Pabst at the close of the present eycle. So what happened? 
Eddie Cantor changes sponsors next year on one of the most 
attractive contracts ever offered a radio star. He has signed 
with Pabst, replacing Kaye, at $20,000 a show starting in Sep- 
tember of 1947. His present deal has thirty-nine weeks to run 
from next October. 

Danny, meantime, has asked for and received his release from 
Pabst. Eddie’s commitment with the beer company is on a straight 
two-year basis with options for two additional two-year terms. He 
will have full say on everything on the program except the com- 
mercials, Pabst has also assured Eddie that it will fully cooperate 
with him on his various public service campaigns, which have 
characterized his long career in radio. 

After a five-month running battle with the sponsor, Danny 
has signed a contract with Pabst refusing any steady sponsor- 
ship on the air for a period of one year from termination of the 
pact. During that year, the sponsor has agreed to permit him 
ten guest shots, provided that none of these is for any sponsor 
promoting a wine, liquor or beer product. Of the ten guest shots 
agreed upon, Pabst has an option on four, each at a flat fee of 
five thousand doHars per appearance, Terms of the release are 
considered to be the most rigid ever enforced by a sponsor in 
relinquishing an artist in radio. Danny says he’l utilize the 
blackout seasons to produce a Broadway show, with plans for 
subsequent independent picture production.

THE MEXICAN BASEBALL situation is developing into quite 
a thing in New York City. Larry McPhail has hauled our good 
friend Ralph Ober into court in a restraint order. The Yankee base- 
ball prexy claims Ralph is an agent of the Mexican and has been 
contacting Yankee players relative to jumping to the Mexican loop. 


Ralph Ober is a good friend of the Pasquels, Mexican money 
men who are bank-rolling the South of the Border League. He 
recently returned from that country singing the praises of the 
Pasquels. As sports columnist for the Daily Sport Bulletin, 
Ralph has found it feasible to pal around with Bernado Pasquel, 
who is in New York making contacts with big league performers. 
Since Bernardo speaks a poor English he has at times, called 
upon Ober to help him talk, but not to approach New York 
Yankee ball players. 


Ober, a lawyer, is suing Larry McPhail for $500,000. Actually the 
case will probably never go to court. But the fact does remain that 
Ober never spoke to Yankee players. If Ober is guilty, of this offense 
perhaps this corner is just as guilty. For throughout Bernardo Pas- 
puel’ stay in New York, Ober has consulted with us daily on the 
Mexican baseball situation. Ober was asked, by Pasquel, his opinion 
of certain American and National League ball players. Before re- 
plying to Pasquel, Ober contacted this column by phone, to check on 
players sought by Pasquel. Eventually the whole matter became 
a joke between Ober and myself. 

At one time I laughingly told Ober I felt like a traitor, pass- 
ing om reports about American players to a foreigner. Both 
Ober and the writer knew at all times whom the Pasquels were 
contacting in New York City but at no time did either one of 
us negotiate or contact players for Bernardo Pasquel. In fact 
this corner shied away from meeting Bernardo to avoid any 
embarrassing complications. After five days Pasquel was call- 
ing to Ober to find out, “What Senor Cohen think about these 
players?” 

The whole situation is leading to a war between American and 
Mexican baseball. Make no mistake about it, these Mexicans aren’t 
fooling. They have plenty of money and are willing to spend it on 
American players. 

While Ober had nothing to do with luring Harry Feldman of 
the N. Y. Giants into the fold he knows what Bernardo Pas- 
quel offered the Jewish player. Harry didn’t particularly care 
to leave the country but found Pasquel’s gold too enticing to 
pass up. Ober informs us that for. a time the Mexican League 
was interested in another Jewish player on the Giant roster. 
Said player had written Jorge Pasquel asking for a certain 
amount of money for three years. For a while Pasquel intended 
to sign this player, but enventually decided the Giant wasn’t 
quite up to the standards expected of American baseball players.

All of us know by now that 
the Public Schools in Orange 
County are becoming annexes to 
Christian denominational propa- 
ganda. New Testament texts are 
given as prizes for memory work. 
Christian leaflets are passed on 
to children during public school 
hours. Every Evangelistic preach- 
er that comes to town is given 
entree to speak to public school 
assemblies. Revival methods of 
inculeating “loyalty to Christ” 
are often used to indoctrinate the 
children of many differing faiths. 
Recently a renegade, self-styled 
“converted Jew,” now a revival- 
ist Baptist Christian, also visited 
the Orlando schools and in De- 
laney School urged the assembly

“Call Me Jew”—Rabbi Burton 
E. Levinson at Temple Eman- 
uel, Duluth, Minn. 

Dr. Louis Finkelstein, Presi- 
dent of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America, has been 
severely criticized for his recent 
statement that Judaism is in dan- 
ger of disappearing in America 
unless something is done to stem 
the tide. He cites instances to 
prove his contention, among 
them, the increase in intermar- 
riage through the nation, the 
numerous cases of Jews who are 
Unitarians, Christian Scientists, 
Quakers, etc. 


Surely there is evidence to sup- 
port Dr. Finkelstein’s contention 
—even in Minnesota. Intermar- 
riage is definitely increasing here. 
The number of cases that have 
come to my attention of con- 
templated intermarriage is posi- 
tively alarming. There are other 
indications, too, that all is not 
wel Iwith us. We too have our 
Unitarians, our Quakers and our 
Scientists. It would serve our peo- 
ple better, if those who criticize 
and attack Dr. Finkelstein and 
others who call attention to un- 
pleasant facts, would seek to dis- 
cover the real reasons for this 
escape from Judaism and do 
something about it. Perhaps our 
whole educational program needs 
revamping. Perhaps, too, Jewish 
parents are to blame. The prob- 
lem and its solution demands the 
attention and concern of the en- 
tire Jewish community. — Rabbi 
Albert I. Gordon in The Ameri- 
ean Jewish World. 





The Eastern Seaboard Versus The Rest Of The U.S. 


Sage ALPERT’S recent column in this pa- 
+ per about the fact that the real U. S. 
Jewish community is not in New York or on 
the Eastern Seaboard, is an echo of a con- 
sistent editorial theme of this paper. 

The Post said years ago that the B’nai B'rith 
was making a mistake when it moved to 
Washington, and has long been a proponent of 
holding national Jewish conventions in the 
Midwest. 

* Over these years more and more national 
Jewish leaders have come not from the Eastern 
Seaboard but rather from away from there. 
Examples are Rabbi Silver, Henry Monsky 
and Stanley Meyers and most national Jewish 
organizations have a preponderance of “hinter- 
land” Jews on their boards-by the year 1946. 

Although there are 2,500,000 Jews in New 
York, the number of affiliated and the feel of 
Jewish community life is almost nothing when 
compared to a city like Cincinnati where less 
than two per cent are unaffiliated. 

The true type of American Judaism that 
our rabbis are beginning to talk about is 


not going to emerge in New York, but away 
from New York. The Jew who is not afraid to 
stand up among his non-Jewish neighbors for 
any cause he thinks is just, may come from 
New York as much as from anywhere elsv, 
but the chances are that he will be found in 
greatest number in the Middle West where 
Jewish life is more normal and where the 
Jew has found it necessary to adjust himself 
to his environment, not merely ignore it. 


The contemplated merger of the Hebrew 
Union College and the Jewish Institute of Re- 
ligion is certainly a much hoped-for event- 
uality, but if it means the moving of the un- 
dergraduate school from Cincinnati, it will be 
a serious mistake. 


Just as it took decades for a real flowering 


_of Jewish life whether in Spain or in Poland 


or anywhere else so it is taking years for 
Judaism to find its roots in the United States. 
But it will make that adjustment and progress 
on a wholesome basis much more quickly away 
from the Eastern Seaboard. 


Too Much Duplication, Waste Even In Jewish Education 


LTHOUGH in a sense, it is encouraging 
to see the way our national Jewish or- 
ganizations from the American Jewish Com- 
mittee on, are concerning themselves’ with 
Jewish education, yet in a minority group with 
our limited funds and energy, the waste and 
duplication mean a loss which we cannot afford 
to bear. 

Each organization, the B’nai B'rith, the 
American Jewish Committee, the American 
Jewish Congress, the Jewish Welfare Board, 
our religious and education groups, spend large 
amounts of money on Jewish education, and 
inevitably their work overlaps here and there, 
conflicts at this point, and duplicates at any 
number of places. 

When you add to this picture the fact that 
there has never been articulated clearly as far 
as the American Jewish Community is con- 
cerned just what specifically are the aims of 
Jewish education in the United States, then it 
will be realized just how disorganized and how 
pitiful is the situation. 

The American Jewish Committee recently 
announced publication of a booklet, “Education 
for Living as American Jews,” the Jewish Wel- 


fare Board has this week published a manual 
on Shevuot, and the Union of American He- 
brew Congregations last week announced its 
series of books for the post-Confirmand period. 
Unquestionably all these individual publica- 
tions are fine, and the large number of ex- 
cellent volumes published in the United 
States on almost every phase of Jewish life 
should be noted here, but if there were some 
common meeting grounds where these various 
projects could be discussed and cleared one 
with the other, a good deal of the waste would 
be eliminated, not to mention the money and 
the limited manpower. 

Jewish education is clearly a job of the rab- 
binate. Our lay organizations have taken con- 
trol either because the rabbinate was not doing 
the job or because of the indifference of the 
Jewish community as a whole, which would be 
reflected in the strength of our lay organiza- 
tions, toward our rabbis. 

Perhaps now, if our rabbis were to suggest 
a clearing agency for books on Jewish educa- 
tion, the lay organizations might be willing to 
turn over this job to the rabbinate where it 
belongs. 


Has The Jewish Student A Chance In University? 


ABBI HENRY E. KAGAN discussed the 
question of “Has the Jewish Student a 
Chance m the American University?” at a 
meeting of Temple Israel Brotherhood of New 
Rochelle, N. Y., recently, and it seems to me 
that the answer should be almost without fur- 
ther thought, “yes.” There may be those who 
will be surprised at an affirmative answer, but 
the facts certainly warrant such a conclus- 
ion if one remembers that we are talking about 
the students, not the graduates, and about them 
after they are in the university, not before. 
Fortunately in almost any college in the 
United States, the Jewish student has every 
opportunity to learn, for advancement, and in 


athletics. Here and there there are exceptions 
even in these categories, but for the most part 
the protessors are eager to work with their 
fast-learning Jewish students, and have no bias 
whatsoever towards ‘tthe Individual Jewish stu- 
dent. 


Of course in campus activities, and in honor 
societies, there is the inevitable discrimination, 
just as there is in life outside the campus. 


No the difficulties are not with the student 
as a student, but rather with him before he 
enters and after he graduates when he at- 


tempts to get a start in life either as a lawyer, - 


a doctor or a teacher. 


A Friendly Hope That Will Never Be Fulfilled 


A hope, expressed by Secretary of Com- 
merce Wallace, that “when a higher per- 
centage of the Jewish people are on the land, 
our national life will be all the healthier,” in- 
dicates the failure of even the most kindly 
disposed non-Jews to understand the various 
phases of the Jewish problem. 

Any Jew could have told Mr. Wallace that 
despite the Jewish Agriculture Society, and 
despite the National Farm School, the per- 
centage of Jews on farms in the United States 
would always remain small because almost 
none of the Jews who emigrated to the United 
States came as farmers. They had been denied 
the right to cultivate the land in Europe, and 
consequently their abilities were all concen- 
trated in lines which definitely were not con- 
nected with agriculture. 

Of course Mr. Wallace was not finding fault, 
as neither is this editorial, which merely wishes 
to point out how difficult it is to give a true 
picture of the Jewish situation even to liberals 
who are more than friendly. 

Before leaving the subject however, it should 
be pointed out that in almost every community 
wherever it happens to be in any part of the 
United States there are Jewish farmers whose 


produce and establishments are not to be 
ignored. These farms are Jewish-owned but 
often not Jewish-cultivated, except in odd in- 
stances. They are farms bought by Jewish 
business men now retired, who have that com- 
mon urge to grow things. 

Around Lexington, Ky., some the finest 
cattle-breeding farms are Jewish-owned, and 
there the Weil famiiy actually are in farming 
as a life’s work. In and around New York, some 
of the finest growers of almost all types of 
produce are Jews, who are on farms to stay. 
No doubt in California and in Florida, as 
throughout the Middle West, there are vast 
groves that are Jewish-owned. 

And to top it all, there are those 100,000 
Jewish farmers here and there all over the 
countryside. Yet to say that the time may 
come when Jews will be farmers in the same 
percentage as the non-Jewish population is not 
to understand the drift away from the farms 
towards urban life, and not to know the eco- 
nomic stratification of the Jew in the United 
States ,and not to understand that there are 
many difficulties for the Jewish family in 


small villages where they have access neither 
to Jewish communitv life nor to a synagogue.

FOR LIEBMAN’S, ‘PEACE OF MIND’

A short while ago my very 
good friend Mr. Clarence Berger 
of the Anti-Defamation League 
here in Boston told me that he 
was sending me a copy of last 
week’s Jewish Post with your 
fine editorial in it. I have not re- 
ceived my own copy as yet but I 
am looking forward to reading 
the comments that Mr. Berger 
described to me over the phone. 

It may interest you to know 
that when I was in New York 
last week at the offices of Simon 
and Schuster I told them of the 
paragraph in your editorial col- 
umn several weeks ago and ex- 
pressed the hope that in future 
advertising the point that you 
raised be kept in mind. Just then 
Mr. Richard Simon showed me 
the advertisement which was al- 
ready in the press for the Sun- 
day, May 5th, Times Book Re- 
view. I was chagrined to discover 
that the advertisement copy con- 
tained no reference to my status 
as a rabbi im Israel and no com- 
ment from Dr. Wise or Rabbi 
Steinberg. 

Mr .Simon saw the point im- 
mediately and called into consul- 
tation Mr. Fred Smith, the adver- 
tising director ‘of Simon and 
Schuster, a wonderful human 
being and really a grand liberal, 
and when this omission was 


pointed out to him he replied 
that it was completely uninten- 
tional and that he used the term 
“minister” thinking that this ap- 
plied equally to clergymen of all 
denominations. He assured me 
that he had intended quoting the 
comment of Rabbi Milton Stein- 
berg in this particular advertise- 
ment but an error of omission 
had occurred and it was too late 
to rectify it in this ad but that 
in the future announcements of 
the books this matter would be 
rectified. 

I thought that you would be in- 
terested in knowing the back- 
ground of this matter and in 
realizing that the heads of Simon 
and Schuster are certainly not 
desirous of concealing my iden- 
tity as a Jewish teacher.

Committee, we ask that you with- 
hold publication until the Interim 
Committee shall have had the op- 
portunity to receive and read our 
resolution.

RESOLUTION SUBMITTED TO 
THE AMERICAN JEWISH CON- 
FERENCE INTERIM COMMIT- 
TEE BY THE VERMONT 
JEWISH COUNCIL, 

We, the elected delegates to the 
Annual Meeting of the Vermont 
Jewish Council, assembled at Ben- 
nington, Vt., this 28th day of 
April, 1946, representing all the 
Jewish communities of the State, 
and including in our membership 
practically every Jew in the State, 
do hereby respectfully submit the 
following proposals to the In- 
terim Committee of The Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference, which has 
been directed by its Third Session 
to explore the possibilities of the 
formation of a permanent, overall 
Jewish organization through con- 
sultation with the community 
eouncils, and to submit a plan to 
the next plenary session of the 
Conference. 


First, since the word “Confer- 
ence” connotes the temporary na- 
ture of the present body, we sug- 
gest that the new organization be 
known as “THE AMERICAN 
JEWISH COUNCIL,” 


Second; we believe that, to be 
truly representative of American 
Jewry, delegates should be elected 
by states, cities, or geographical 
divisions, carefully and equitably 
apportioned, and should reflect 
accurately the composite view- 
points of their communities, and 
should not represent any other 
ideological group or order. 

Third; we feel that The Ameri- 
can Jewish Council should not at- 
tempt to usurp the functions of 
existing Jewish organizations, all 
of whom are doing splendid work, 
each in its own field, but should 
cooordinate the efforts of all these 
groups by laying down broad poli- 
cies and by outlining general ob- 
jectives. This overall agency 
should act as a clearing house be- 
tween the organizations and as 
an arbitration board in juridic- 
tional disputes. 

Fourth; we believe the Ameri- 
can Jewish people overwhelm- 
ingly demand that ali existing 
Jewish Organizations must re- 
cognize and defer to the authority 
of this overall body in all matters 
of a diplomatic or political char- 
acter, so that one voice shall 
speak for ALL the Jews of Ameri- 
ca in their relations with national 
or international agencies. The 
time has come to end the babel 
of discordant disunity in the pre- 
sentation of the Jewish Case. 

Fifth; we believe the American 
Jewish Council should represent 
American Jewry in a worldwide 
Jewish Council to act at all times 
on behalf of a united world 
Jewry. 

Finally, we believe that under 
such a broad charter, the eventual 
form and outlines of a perma- 
nent, overall Jewish Council can 
gradually take shape as time re- 
veals with greater clarity and

My attention has been called to 
an editorial in your paper in 
which I stated in the Information 
Bulletin of the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism, agreeing with Dr. 
Finkelstein in his desire for a 
spiritual regeneration of the Jews 
in America. 

Since you question my au- 
thority for the article, may I in- 
form you that I have been an 
American Foreign Service offi- 
cer in the Near East for over ten 
years and three of those years on 
duty in Palestine; I have kept 
myself fully informed of the con- 
ditions in that unhappy country 
and welcomed the opportunity to 
join the Council as being the 
ONLY voice that preaches sense 
to the many Jewish co-religionists 
in this phantasmagoria of Zion- 
ism. 

I do not for a moment question 
the religious fervor among ortho- 
dox followers of Zionism, but I 
do charge that their leaders 
here and the chaluzim there, are 
completely agnostic. You have 
only to visit the colonies to ask 
what is Judaism. A religion or a 
nationality? The answer will be 
overwhelmingly for the latter. 
I charge retigious Jews in Amer- 
ica are completely befuddled by 
the issue. “Out of Jerusalem 
comes forth the Law” they be- 
lieve, but in reality it is the law 
of Communism and irreligion as 
practiced in the Avukah colonies. 
I need not dwell too much on this 
phase. 

How much better would it have 
been if we were united in secur- 
ing equal rights for the Jews 
everywhere, instead of forcing 
ourselves on a country which in 
the past was our best friend—as 
every American Ambassador. of 
the Jewish faith will testify. Be- 
fore this stupid demand for Na- 
tionality, the Moslem considered 
himself a semite brother of the 
Jew; now Zionism has forced him 
to become his relentless enemy. 
Don’t forget that Christianity has 
a claim in Palestine too and they 
are merely on the sidelines for 
the time being. 

Twenty-five years ago I pub- 
lished a statement “Let Palestine 


be a world monument to all the 
religions that worship at its 
shrine, but free from control of 


any particular sect.” I am happy 
to see that the Anglo-American 
Committee of investigation now 
comes to the same conclusion.

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RAISES QUESTION OF WHETHER JEWS 
SHOULD TAKE HIGH POSITIONS

When Jews live in Christian 
communities, the question of the 
Jew’s attitude toward himself fre- 
quently arises. Here is an ex- 
ample which will speak more 
eloquently than any generaliza- 
tion. 

A Jewish woman was nomin- 
ated for secretary of the local 
Parent-Teacher Association _ be- 
cause her neighbors and friends 
liked her and saw in her some- 
one who would be reliable and 
give unstinted service. This wom- 
an, however, felt that no Jew 
should push himself; should put 
himself in a position in any way 
higher than his Christian friends. 
Consequently, she refused the 
nomination; let it go to a Gen- 
tile woman who, while being a 
fine citizen of the community, 
was not as fitted for the job as 
the Jewish woman. The latter 
felt she had done something fine 
in refusing the nomination; she 
felt she was protecting the Jew- 
ish community as a whole by not 
taking a conspicuously honored 
position. And all the while she 
regarded herself as a kind of 
martyr. She put it this way: “Let 
the others have the honors. I'll 
help out like I always have. But 
_ way they can't say the Jews 


are trying to take everything for 
themselves.” 

This writer cannot help won- 
dering if this instance is not 
multiplied throughout the coun- 
try. This attitude is a negation of 
democracy. Should not Jews look 
upon themselves as citizens of 
the United States with the time 
honored privileges of freedom of 
worship and speech that give 
them the right to be at ®ne with 
the American community and yet 
different in his own beliefs? If 
the Christians in a predomin- 
antly Christian town offer a posi- 
tion of honor to a Jew, knowing 
full well that she is a Jew, should 
she not accept that position and 
work for the common good of the 
townsfolk? 

In this way, she would be doing 
a service for both the Christian 
and Jewish communities. For 
what the Jews need more than 
anything else are individual Jews 
noted for vicarious service, so 
that this peoplehood can be 
known as a generous one. 

The question has arisen of how 
a Jew living among Gentiles 
should regard himself.

Toward a Genuine Jewish Manhood 


ERHAPS it was only coincidence that the first major Jewish 
sports festival in this country occurred a few weeks ago in 
New York exactly twenty years after the triumphant American tour 
of the Hakoah soccer team. Many readers will doubtless recall the 
visit of the Jewish soccer champions two decades ago, and the tre- 
mendous burst of enthusiasm evoked by their games, in most of 
which, incidentally, they were victorious. 

Given under Zionist auspices, the recent “Sports on Parade’’ pre- 
sented scores of young Jewish athletes in a series of events ranging 
from table tennis, fencing and judo, all the way through numerous 
track events to soccer, basketball and tennis. Altogether it was 
an impressive and stirring demonstration of what Mex Nordau 
used to call “Muscular Judaism.” Benny Leonard was chairman of 
the festival. 

There was no watering down of the positive Jewish element. The 
athletes seemed to exult in their prowess as representatives of 
their people. The prizes drew inspiration from Jewish life: the 
Theodore Herzl Cup, the Louis D. Brandeis Cup, the Bar Cochba 
Award, the latter given to Hank Greenberg. 


* + * 


IT IS NOT NECESSARY to hark back to the days of the Macca- 
bees or Bar Cochba to find precendent for Jewish physical prowess. 
In addition to the Hagoah, which was recognized as one of Europe’s 
most successful and flourishing athletic organizations, there was the 
“Blau-Weiss” movement of several decades ago, which was likewise 
interested in both the physical development and the spiritual regen- 
eration of European Jewish youth. Zionist youth leaders and pro- 
fessional group workers concerned with Jewish youth activity in 
this country should note that the “Blau-Weiss” was free from adult 
supervision, dictation and direction. It was a spontaneous move- 
ment born out of genuine need, and led completely by the youth 
themselves. The ethusiasm generated in such groups should surely 
give cause for re-thinking our whole approach to Zionist youth ac- 
tivity in this country. 

The mistake should not be made of identifying the athletic pro- 
gram of the average American Y. M. H. A. or Jewish Center with 
the activity of such groups. The mere addition of a Jewish insignia 
to a uniform does not make a truly Jewish team any more than a 
Mogen Dovid on a pair of trunks makes a Jewish boxer. Not the 
insignia but the attitude, the philosophy, the pride of identification, 
make the team spirit. There are a few such bodies in this country, 
a new Hakoah, and some scattered Maccabi clubs, but all too few. 
Perhaps the New York Jewish Sports Festival, intended as the first 
of an annual series, may stimulate the formation of other similar 
groups all over the country. There may still remain a skeleton of 
the Maccabee Association of fifteen years ago, in which David White 
and Leslie Flaksman were among the prime movers.

NOW WHAT has athletics to do with the weighty issues of the 
day? People are starving in Europe, political issues of momentous 
import await decision, land and ships and finances occupy our lead- 
ership; is not sport a luxury, intended only for diversion and rec- 
reation? 

Something must be said for organized Jewish athletics on two 
counts. In the first place, there is genuine need for an extensive 
program of this kind to effect a physical rehabilitation of Jewish 
manhood. Traditionally engaged in sedentary occupations, the Jews 
as a people have deteriorated physically. It has been only in recent 
decades that we have participated in organized athletics and begun 
to produce champions worthy of their mettle, though we still have 
more than our share, I believe, of the specimens who suffer early 
from hardening of the arteries, and desperately frequent Health 
Clubs, usually too late to effect any considerable physical change. 

But even more important than the physical values is the develop- 
ment of the proud and affirmative attitude toward Jewish life en- 
suing from the competitive sportsmanship, the tug and tussle of 
the athletic field. It would not be surprising to learn that among 
the leaders and heroes of the Warsaw Ghetto were many whose 
courage and determination were steeled from long participation in 
Jewish athletic groups. The fact should be told, too, that the Jewish 
Brigade has its own contingent composed excusively of Palestine’s 
leading athletes. 

As a people we have our full share of writers, philosophers, 
prophets, teachers and thinkers. We have need of more men of 
action to effectuate the ideals of which our scholars write. In time
